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Floods Threaten Wilkes-Barre Area 


WILKES-BARRE, Pa. (UPI)— 
The North Branch of the Sus­ 
quehanna River in the Wilkes- 
Barre area headed towards a 
crest of 31 feet today but flood 
dangers were past in Pitts­ 
burgh where waters kept reced­ 
ing 
under 
the 
23-foot 
flood 
stage. 


State police said there was no 
cause for alarm in 
Wilkes- 
Barre proper because of dike 


protection. The river was re­ 
ported at 28.8 feet and rising 
earlier today. 


The most severe flooding was 
at the Plainsville - West Nanti­ 
coke areas where the waters 
ranged six to seven feet. Police 
said some families refused to 
leave their homes and moved 
to upper floors. 


A 10-mile stretch of Route ll, 
which parallels the river in 


those areas, was under two to 
three inches of water but traf­ 
fic splashed on. 


About 60 families were evac­ 
uated 
from 
the unprotected 
areas between Towanda and 
Wilkes-Barre. Towanda, about 
25 miles upstream from Wilkes- 
Barre, reported a crest about 
midnight. 
Homes Evacuated 
Five to ’0 homes were c r e ­ 


nated in Shickshinny on the 
west side of the Susquehanna 
Friday. Residents were given 
ample warning by state police 
of the impending flood. Nearly 
30 families were removed from 
the lowlands in South Towanda, 
Sugar Creek and Sayre Friday. 
However, at Towanda and 
Tunkhannock the river was re­ 
ceding because of higher eleva­ 
tions. Most roads were open.

NICOSIA, 
Cyprus

Heavy new fighting broke out 
today between Greek and Turk­ 
ish Cypriots in the western port 
city of Paphos. At least three 
persons were reported killed on 
the island. 
The dead were Turkish Cyp­ 
riots—one killed in the Paphos 
outbreak and two others killed 
in violence elsewhere in Cy­ 
prus. 


British

ficially announced the new out­ 
break of fighting at Paphos, 50 
miles southwest of Nicosia. The 
announcement said the battle 
included the use of bazookas, 
but it was not known immedi­ 
ately which side used these 
these weapons. 
The new outbreak of violence 
came as Greek Cypriots an­ 
nounced the release of 49 Turk­ 
ish Cypriots hostages, including 
one woman. There was no im­ 
mediate sign that Turkish Cyp­ 
riots were releasing Greek Cyp­ 
riot hostages they hold.

A veteran police officer cast 
a specter of doubt on the im­ 
pulse contention yesterday when 
he testified that Ruby told him 
that for two days he had con­ 
sidered the avenger role be­ 
cause he “wanted the world to 
know that Jews do have guts.”

Ruby 
trial 
was 
rat­ 
tled Friday by a jail break with 
inmates shouting threats within 
feet of the courtroom. The de­ 
fense’s first witness, a pregnant 
striptease dancer, nearly faint­ 
ed during the corridor commo­ 
tion. 


The state rested its case Fri­ 
day with testimony by Police 
Sgt. Patrick T. Dean who said 
that Ruby told him IO minutes 
after his arrest that he “no­ 
ticed the sarcastic sneer on 
Oswald’s face two nights prior 
. . . that’s when he first thought 
he would kill him . . , 


Melvin Belli, the chief defense 
lawyer, 
then 
addressed

eight-man, four-woman jury in 
Ruby's 
murder 
trial—telling 
them in his opening statement 
that he was going to prove 
Ruby was insane when he shot 
Oswald Nov. 24. 


He spoke from 3:27 to 3:35 
p.m., and ended up by saying 
he was going to call as his first 
witness 
Karen 
Lynn 
(Little 
Lynn) Bennett because she was 
pregnant—“two days overdue 
and I am afraid we may lose 
her if we do not put her on 
right away.” 


“Little Lynn” is 19, a big- 
eyed strawberry blonde who 
formerly was a striptease artist 
at Ruby’s Carousel strip joint. 
Even as Belli spoke, she was 
wilted in a near-faint on a 
flight of steps about 35 feet 
from the courtroom. 


That was because—also about 
the time Belli began speaking— 
the seven prisoners from the 
sixth-floor jail above the second- 
floor courtroom escaped. They

The arrests proceeded slowly 
but steadily and police indicat­ 
ed it would be several hours 
before the exact number of ar­ 
rests was known. 
The arrests came shortly af­ 
ter 7 a m. EST and culminated 
IO hours of protests inside and 
outside the hotel by demonstra­ 
tors who numbered more than 
1,000 at one time. The demon­ 
strators charged the hotel dis­ 


criminated against Negroes in 
its hiring policy, a charge the 
hotel has repeatedly denied. 


Police and hotel officials de­ 
cided reluctantly to make the 
mass arrests.
